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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the appicant's arguments are not found 
persuasive. The applicant argued that the examiner's usage of the case law "In re Aller" is not appropriate for use in a mechanical 
invention. This is not found persuasive as the court's decision in "In re Aller" is not limited for use in a chemical invention. The decision 
merely states that where the general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the art, discovering an optimum or workable range would be 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. First, Alcamo discloses a a suture that can be viewed as having multiple spirals, as seen in Fig. 3 
and 4. Second, the applicant does not provide any criticality for the spirality angle in the specification. Therefore, since Alcamo discloses a 
suture that can be viewed as having multiple spiralities (thus, being disclosed in the art), discovering a workable range for the spirality of 
angle would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. The applicant also argued that one of ordinary skill in the art would look at a non- 
barbed suture with a needle to modify a barbed suture. This is not found persuasive as both types of suture fall within the same field of 
endeavor (sutures) and the benefits of one type will also work on the other type.. 
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
